VICTORIA AND 
YA LR. 



The "nice condition" of our means of 
steam communication with the main- 
land was vividly depicted by a citizen 
of Yale district in yesterday's issue of 
this paper. Tho writer describes how 
he left Yale on Monday morning intent 
upon connecting at Esquimalt with the 
steamship Idaho for San Francisco on 
"Wednesday. He tells how lio arrived 
at New Westminster on the afternoon 
of the same day in ample time to have 
reached Victoria the same evening. 
And he proceeds to state the disgrace- 
ful fact that lie had to remain at New 
Westminster — within 05 miles of Es- 
quimalt — from Monday afternoon until 
Wednesday morning ; and that when 
he finally reached Victoria on Wednes- 
day afternoon lid found tho Idaho 
had gone to sea 3£ hours previously. 
Wo are not surprised that our corres- 
pondent was angry, indignant and dis- 
appointed at the unreasonable, unneces- 
sary and shameful detention ho was 
forced to endure at tho Royal City, 
through which ho lost his passage to 
San Francisco, and has boon put to 
heavy additional expense by leaving 
via Paget Sound yesterday morning. 
By a strangf coincidence we observe 
that tho N. W. Herald has an article 
which bears on the same subject. Tho 
writer states that : 

"It ofton happens, it happens lids very 
trip, that the steamer leaves hero on tho 
morning of tho very day that the ocean 
mail stoamer sails from Esquimalt for San 
Francisco, thus missing it by just a very 
fow hours, and thereby involving ie n days' 
dotention at Victoria ! Is this a condi- 
tion to bo calmly and unmurmuringly sub- 
mitted to ? Let our friends across tho 
Gulf consider how they would like it." 

Wo can assure our contemporary 
that his " friends across the Gulf don't 
like the existing arrangement any bet- 
ter than ho does, and that thoy intend, 
with the first dawn of spring, to pro- 
vide an effectual and radical euro for 
the disease. A detention .at Victoria 
of ten days is as unnecessary as a de- 
tention at New; Westminster . of two 
days (which 1 occurs every week, and in 
the caso under discussion resulted dis- 
astrously to outward-bound passengers 
from Yalo). Victorians protest just as 
strongly as New Westminsterians 
against a perpetuation of. tho delays. 
There is not now and never was the 
slightest necessity for them. The ex- 
change of freight between Yale and 
' Victoria is equally unnecessary and 
should Victorians fail to provide the 
means to put an end to the practico 
they will have only themselves to blame 
if the commerce which has been built 
up by years of patient industry slips 
from their hands, Had the steamboat 
that brought our correspondent to New 
Westminster continued on to Victoria ; 
or had the company who control tho 
traffic between Victoria and New West- 
minster provided the means of convey- 
ing tho passengers immediately on to 
Victoria there would havo been no ex- 
pensive disappointment to record. It 
was the two days' dotention at New 
Westminster that has rendered neces- 
sary tho ten days' detention at Vic- 
toria ; and, with our Westminster con- 
temporary wo ask, " Is this a condition 
to be calmly and unmurmuringly sub- 
mitted to" any longer? Tho answer, 
of course, is in the negative, and if the 
companies who permit the " condition" 
to exist will not rise to tho importance 
of the traffio with which they are trifl- 
ing, they will find themselves brushed 



aside. 

WHY THE DEMOCRATS FAILED. 

Tho New York Sun, a democratic 
organ, is counting the dead left on the 
field after the recent contests in Indi- 
ana and Ohio, and says: "The demo- 
crats are beaten, badly beaten; whether 
beaten to death or not is the only ques- 
tion, The party had one man (only 
one) whose immense strength had been 
demonstrated on tho national field- — 
Samuel J. TiMen. It is the ono great, 
prominent name in tho democratic 
party. He was a reformer indeed, as 
his record in the office of governor had 
..proven j ho was a statesman, as all his 
public papers especially his letter de- 
clining to compete for the nomination 
had emphatically shown. Childless 
like Washington, he had only his 
country to love and even ties of kind- 
red were ruthlessly sundered by his 
stern and unrelenting hand if the 
faintest blush of improper practice 
rested upon them. Tho party nomi- 
nated Gen. Hancock, a good man, 
weighing 250 pounds; but Hancock is 
not Tilden. Then, as a crown- 
ing act of folly, the party went into tiie 
state of Thomas A. Hendricks and took 
another man for vice-president. Any 
namo other than that of Hendricks 
would have been folly enough, but to 
go on one step further, they had to 
tako a man with the most odious repu- 
tation as a skinflint to overcome. There 
used to be a fellow who made an occu- 
pation of butting his head against a 
rough stone New England wall for 25 
\ cents. The democratic party, in mak- 
ing this nomination, resembled him ; 
only if report be true, they did not get 
the 25 cents. Now we are for looking 
tho actual facts squarely in the face. 
Who cannot do that without flinching 
in defeat and disaster as well as in vic- 
tory, has no manhood in bis make, 
We are beaten; we arooverthrown; but 
we are not destroyed. The disaster we 
have experienced may yet be re- 
trieved."

.A. FOG' WHISTLE. 

A fog whistle is required at Race 
Rock3. Had there been one there on 
Wednesday night the Hyltdn Castle 
would have been warned of her proxi- 
mity to rocks and might now have 
been well on her way to San Fran- 



cisco. The shipping that visits these 
waters is rapidly inereas'nj. . Our coal, 
lumber and merchant fleets are numer- 
ous and their safety,. as well as that of 
H. M. ships, should be provided for. 
From the Board of Trade report it is 
seen that 1433 vessels arrivedafc and de- 
parted from the ports of Victoria and 
Esquimalt last year. In foggy weath- 
er these vessels have had to follow their 
noses (to use a homely phrase) to trust 
to the lead to keep them out of danger. 
It is fortunate that .disasters 
under the circumstances were so few, 
for there is no spot in the world that 
stands so much in need of a fog signal 
to warn mariners of their danger as 
Race Bocks. Vesselshavebeen wrecked 
under tho light itself — tho Nannette 
in ISCO and tho Boscdale in 18G2, dur- 
ing tho existence of a fog. Botli would 
have been saved by a fog whistle. What 
occurred then may occur again during 
thick weather unless every precaution 
is taken and every necessary appliance 
provided. ! 

WHY TJ/ERe'sJWULJ) NOT EE A 
CHANGE OF GOVERNMENT. 

The North American Review for No- 
vember publishes a long and carefully 
prepared address on the political situa- 
tion, from a financial standpoint, sign- 
ed by E. D. Morgan, Hamilton Fish, 
J. J. AsTOTt and a dozen other equally 
prominent business men, in which 
among other weighty facts and conclu- 
sions are tho following: "We have en- 
tered upon a period of hopeful activity 
in commerce and industry. Trade mul- 
tiplies, manufactures start forward with 
vigor, labor rejoices in fair wages and 
full employment: yet we have but just 
emerged from that period of disaster in 
which the resources of all were greatly 
strained and resources greatly exhaust- 
ed. There has not been time yet for 
business and industry in their various 
branches to get fully into condition for 
profitable work: much less has there 
oven been time for accumulation of new 
reserves. Business interests aro not 
prepared to bear another period of 
strain or disaster. Thoy have just lie- 
gun to thrive. A reaction now, like 
relapse from fever, would be more dan- 
gerous than the orignal disorder. The 
business of tins country is not in a con- 
dition to enduro tho enormous strain, 
gravcanxiety and prolonged uncertainty 
of a completo chungo of financial policy. 
The fear of disastrous change would 
prostrate public cedit almost as much 
as those changes themselves. Changes 
are unavoidable and even already con- 
templated in unfinished democratic leg- 
islation before congress."

Frochctte, 
the poet laureate of the Academic Fran- 
caise in celebration of his distinguished 
success in carrying .off the grand prize 
awarded for literary merit by that emi- 
ent body.

B. Seeton, merchants of this city, 
formerly agents for the Inman Line. 

Ottawa, Oct. 7. — Hon. Amor de 
Cosmos has received from British Col- 
umbia samples of mohair. Tho Angora 
goats from which thoy wore taken aro 
owned by Mr. A. McKinley, of Lake 
la Hacho on the '. Cariboo road. The 
samples are excellent, and said by ex- 
ports tc bo A. I. There are 'three sam- 
ples, one from the buck goat being a 
foot in length. The fleece of the buck- 
weighed nine pounds and that of the 
doe six pounds. The statement is 
made that tho goats do well in British 
Columbia. Their meat is equal to the 
best mutton. 

Montreal, Oct. 7. — Good progress 
is being made in the Biddulph trial. A 
large number of witnesses" were exam- 
ined yesterday, tho evidence being larg- 
ely directed towards showing the 
character of the Vigilance Oonmittee. 
William Donnelly was placed on the 
stand and substantially repeated the 
evidence given at tho inquest. The 
last witness examined was Martin llo- 
gan, who slept in William Donnelly's 
house on the night of the murder. 

Sir Hugh Allan, Mr. Joseph Hick- 
son, General Manager »f the Crane 
Trunk and Mr. Androw Robertson wil 
leave for England on Saturday-. 
. Tho survey for the St. Lawrence 
tunnel will bo completed in another 
week.

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Oct. 21. — Last night 
a man named George Wheeler went to 
the city prison and said he had killed 
his sister-in-law, Adelo Tillson, at No. 
23 Kearney street. Officers wont to 
the place and found the body of tho girl 
packed away in a trunk. According to 
Wheeler's story he had been intimate 
with Adelo for some time, his wife 
knowing their relations. The family- 
had been living in Cisco, but somo 
days ago Wheeler and Adele came to 
San Francisco and took a room as man 
and wife. At Cisco Adolo got ac- 
quainted with Geo. W. Peckham and 
they became intimate. Five days ago 
Peckham followed Adele from Cisco 
and took a room in the same house. 
Wheeler became jealous and he says 
he mado up his mind rather than have 
Adelu leave him for Peckham he would 
kill her. Yesterday afternoon the girl 
told Wheeler she was going to leave 
him and left the bouse to visita friend. 
She returned soon after, however, for 
her clothes and while in the room 
Wheoler strangled hor to death by- 
placing one hand over her mouth and 
choking her with tho other. So quiet- 
ly was this done that occupants of 
rooms on either side neither heard nor 
knew nothing of tho affair. He then 
packed the body in a trunk and shortly 
afterwards went to the station Iiouro 
and confessed the deed.

Vienna, Oct. 18. — The Presse Bays : 
We learn on the best authority that 
Princess Dolgorouki married tho czar 
as the younger niece of tho governor 
general of Moscow, and not as the sis- 
ter of Count iUbertinski. Negotia- 
tions respecting the further position of 
Princess Dolgorouki and her children 
arc still pending. It is proposed that 
tho latter be recognized as prinees 
of the blood and tako rank after the 
grand dukes. Should tho czarowitch 
consent to this arrangement, the czar 
will appoint him co-regent and transfer 
to him the reins of tho government, 
the czar retaining imperial privileges 
and retiring permanently to Lividia. 

Pauls, Oct. 19.— The deputation of 
tlio promoters of the Bonapartiat meet- 
ing, which adopted a resolution sum- 
moning Prince Jerome to renounce hiB 
claims to the throne in favor of Prince 
Victor, to-day requested audionce with 
Prince Jerome. Ho replied in a letter 
that he considered it useless co re- 
ceive them, as he was unaccustomed to 
submit to interrogatories or to excul- 
pate himself from false accusation. He 
preferred to leave them to act accord- 
ing to their wishes, merely expressing 
pity for the honest men whom thoy 
led astray, Prince Jerome declined to 
discuss the puerile illusions of his op- 
ponents, remarking that it sufficed on 
his own behalf and that of his sons to 
point out tho diversity between their 
political viewH and his own.

Having relieved the nether gar- 
ments of a watch, a sack of gold dust, a 
bunch of keys, a number of letters and 
other articles the Indian, who was himself 
slightly inebriated, conceived the brilliant 
idea of exchanging shirts with his victim. 
Tho thought was rapidly and successfully 
carried into effect, and on tho following 
inorning the somnolent Alaskan awoke 
to find himself enveloped in a strange 
habilimont and his own "clean biled" 
phrBaing tho Government strcot of Wran- 
gol on tho fastidious back of the native. 
His chagrin can bo better imagined than 
described and as tho Indian has got a vory 
indistinct idea of tho difteronco between 
inettmancl VCnvm, it is probable that he will 
be seriously disconcerted before disgorg- 
ing his night's plunder.

Stranding- of tho Steamship Hylton 
Castle, 

At about half-past 10 o'clock on Wed- 
nesday nighfthe steamship Hylton Castlo, 
Capt. Bauman, bound from Departure 
Bay for San Francisco with a cargo con- 
sisting of 1800 tons of Wellington coal, 
went ashore about it mile bolovr Albert 
Head. She left Departure Bay on Wed- 
nesday at 12:30 p.m. and passed through 
Active Pass at p. m. , tho weather dur- 
ing the passage down having been hazy. 
At 8 p.m. tho limo kiln was passed; but 
by this time a dense fog had settled down 
and it was with difficulty that shortly 
afterwards a glimpse of Discovery Island 
was obtained. Pilot Rodgers, who had 
command of the steamship, continued on 
the usual course intending to anchor in 
Royal Roads and wait for tho fog to lift 
before proceeding to sea. The vessel, 
however, overshot her anchorage and 
struck on the rocks a little to tho wind- 
ward of Albert Head. Before striking, 
orders were given to heave tho lead and 
no bottom was found, but soon afterwards 
land was sightod. Tho engines wore im- 
mediately revorsed and tho holm put hard 
over to starboard; but beforo the vessel 
could be put about she wont on and for 
a time laid in a comparatively easy posi- 
tion. During tho night, however, she 
shifted and yesterday morning was mak- 
ing considerable water. Capt. Bauman 
came ashore and reported tho accident, 
and shortly afterwards the steamer 
Grappler, having on board Roderick Fin- 
layson, Esq. , Lloyd's agent, and a posso 
of mon under Mr. R. Brodriok, prococdod 
to the assistance of tho disabled vossol. 

LATER. 

The steamer Grappler returned from 
the scene of disaster last evening. In 
the afternoon a survey was held 
at tho request of Lloyd's agent by 
Captains Warren and Bauman and 
Mr. J. W. McKay, and Hannah the 
diver was sent down. Ho reported 14 feet 
of the iron keel near the bows gone and 
ship resting on tho broken portion of tho 
keel. The forward compartmont only 
being full of water tho surveyors docided 
to lighten the ship by throwing over tho 
coal in the forward part of tho vossol. 
Thirty mon under Air. Brodrick wero set 
to work heaving overboard tho coal and 
it is hoped that at high tide this morn- 
ing tho ship will float oiffi All the other 
compartments appoar tight. 

Tho disaster occurred in Metchosin Bay 
near Albert Head at dead low tide. All 
round tho vessel thoro is deep water, her 
stern lying in six fathoms. The only 
danger that is approhonded is from a se- 
vere blow springing up, of which thoro 
was no appearance last night. Tho Hyl- 
ton Castle has a register of 11157 tons, 
was built in 1871 and is owned by Messrs. 
Laus, Cleugh it Co. of Sunderland, Eng- 
land. She is at present under charter to 
Messrs. Dunsniuir, Digglo '& Co. to carry 
Wellington coal botween Departure Ray 
Bay and Francisco.

English ftailroad Progross. 

A report just issued by the Board of 
Trade shows, says the London Globe, 
tho developement of tho railway system 
during tho past decade in spite of the 
depression of the past ten years. The 
broad facts are an increase of mileage 
between 18G9 and 1879 from 15,145 to 
17, GOG miles, or about 17 per cent.; an 
increase of capital from ,£51S, 779,000 
to .£717,003,000, or about 38 percent. ; 
an increaso of gross receipts from .£42,- 
696,000 to .£01,770,000, or 15 por cent. ; 
the increaso of receipts from railway 
traffic proper, excluding "miscellane- 
ous," being from .£-11,075,000 to £59,- 
395,000, or 11 1 per cent, an increase 
from .£20,780,000 to £32,015,000, or 
54 per cent, in the total working exped- 
iting, the increaso in the railway work 
ing expenditure only, exclusive of cor- 
tain miscellaneous items, being from 
£20,263,000 to £31,050,000, or 53 
per cent. ; and an increase of total not 
receipts from £21,910,000 to £29,731,- 
000, or 30 por cent. ; and of tho net ro- 
coipts from railway working only from 
£20,S12,000, or also 36 per cent. ; the 
proportion of the former to the whole 
capital falling from 4.22 to 4.15, 1 and 
of "the latter from 4.01 to 3.95. It ap- 
pears on the face of these facts that the 
increase of mileage is much less than 
the increaso of capital, which would 
imply, making nil allowance for the 
nominal increaso of capital by conver- 
sion operations, n constant expenditure 
of capital on lines open for traffic; but 
at tho same timo that the increase of 
receipts is much greater than the in- 
creaso of capital, being no less than 45 
per cent., as compared with an increase 
of 38 per cent, only in the capital. The 
final result is, that in spite of this largo 
increaso of capital, and also of the still 
larger proportionate increase of working 
expenditure, amounting to 24 percent, 
the return per cent, on the increased 
capital is just about as great in 1879 
as the return on the small capital in 
1809. Railway shareholders are, on 
tho average, no worse on the face of 
figures than they were in' 1869, whilo 
the figures themselves, allowing for the 
increase of nominal capital only and 
for the circumstanco of trade having 
begun to revel w from a previous de- 
pression in 1868, while 1879 was the 
lowest point of tho depression, may be 
held to denote a real improvement. 

Sharon on tho Stump. 

Reno, October 5th. — A large Repub- 
lican meeting to-night wns addressed by 
Col, Taylor and Mayor Stephens, of Vir- 
ginia, and by Senator Sharon! Sharon 
spoke bitterly on Fair's sack, and said 
it was an outrage for Fair to make the 
people bow down and worship a golden 
calf. He declared that it is not resi- 
dence, but it is principle, that overshad- 
ows the land. He said he was not pack- 
ing monoy into foreign lands nor seek- 
ing tlie luxury of palaces on Nob Hill, 
but building railroads for the conven- 
ience and comfort of tiie people of Ne- 
vada. He wanted to know if Fair had 
intellectual qualitios fortbeSenatorship. 
He denounced the Democratic party, 
and sijid the name of the Republican 
party is emblazoned in every land. Tho 
Senator sketched the history of the two 
parties, referring to slavery as a hell- 
bound institution. He said that if the 
voters of Nevada should bow down to 
Mammon (meaning Fair) he would go 
out of it prouder than he camo in, and' 
quoted Scripture, saying, "Yo shall 
not worship two masters. Ve oannot 
servo God and Mammon." Tho Sena- 
tor said Nevada people would never be 
unhappy unless they bowed down to 
falso idols. He said desolation and po- 
verty sit reaking on Virginia City, in- 
timating that it was the work of the 
Bonanza crowd. They might no(, have 
found that big bonanza if he had not 
backed them up in their hour of need 
and built a railroad, 



"Shoot Him." 

The Liverpool Courier says: — What 
a frame of mind must those poople bo in 
wlio march through Jrii;!» liighways to 
their Sunday political meetings under 
-such mottoes as these: — "Keep the 
crops," "The harvest belongs to Amer- 
ica," "Tis near the dawn," "The land 
for tho people," "The two P's — Par- 
nell and the people," "Parnell gave tho 
parties, not tho landlords," "What's 
trumps? — the people's rights," "You 
bet we win," Reduction of rent and 
workhouses," "Hold your homesteads," 
"Temperanco and patriotism are the 
parents of freedom," and such like"! 
They are just the people to respond uk 
those at Ennis did to questions from 
tho platform. "What are you to do to 
a tenant who bids for a farm from 
which another has been evicted]'' asked 
Mr. Parnell, and the anawers came 
promptly from numbers of tho crowd. 
"Shoot him!" Tho clerical chairman 
donounccd Mr. P. J. Smyth, M. P., for 
political apostacy, and the cry again 
came "Shoot him!" And while this 
member was condemned, the represen- 
tative for Ennis — the redoubtable Fin i- 
gan — was held up to popular admira- 
tion as tho man who, "if the order went 
from Charles Stewart Parnell to take 
tho maco that lay before the speaker in 
the House of Common and throw it out 
of tho window, he would do it." 

Tiie Acquittal ofSehoeast Marsh- 
man, who was tried by Court-Martial 
on the charge of fraudulent practices in 
connection with the scoring at Wim- 
bledon, is not accepted as altogether 
satisfactory in England. The princi- 
pal witnesses for the prosecution were 
men of good character, and their evi 
deuce was of a very positive character. 
Rumors of false marking had been per- 
sistently current in the camp, and 
Humphrey and Runts went to tho tir- 
ing place with tiio determination to 
prove their truth or falsehood. Thoy 
fired without taking any care, and ono 
of them scored the exact winning fig- 
ures which Marshman promised him 
through another party. This was a 
singular coincidence, to say the least 
of it, and there does not appear to 
have been any conceivable reason for 
trumping up a chargo against tho ac- 
cused. Upon tho other hand, the evi- 
dence for the defence of the soldiers 
employed as markers was distictly opon 
to suspicion; and in spite of the ver- 
dict of the acquittal tho London Slan- 
dard correctly observes; tho affair will 
certainly bo regarded as unsatisfactory 
by thoso who tako an interest in tho 
contests at Wimbledon. The trial ox 
tended over twenty -six days, and in 
spite of tho timo spent last year • in 
codifying, simplifying, and amending 
tlie old Mutiny Act and Articles of 
War, the proceedings were conducted 
with all tho old-fashioned red tape
